RAIN POLICY 

Some rides will close temporarily during electrical storms, 
heavy rains, high winds and other severe weather conditions. 
As soon as conditions permit safe operation, these attractions 
will re-open. Six Flags Hurricane Harbor does not issue rain 
checks or refunds. 


RE-ENTRY 

To leave the park and re-enter on the same day, please get 
your hand stamped and re-enter at the re-entry gate. This 
includes Season Pass holders. Season Passes may only be 
scanned once per day. 


RIDE RESTRICTIONS 

Safety is our number-one priority. Guests with certain body 
proportions or of certain heights and/or weights may not be 
able to enjoy certain rides if the safety restraints will not 
Operate as designed. 


PROHIBITED ITEMS RIDER RESPONSIBILITY 


There is an inherent risk in participating in any amusement 
ride. We expect riders to exercise good judgment and act in 
a responsible manner. Guests must also obey all oral and 
written warnings and properly use all ride safety equipment 
provided. Guests who do not comply with ride rules may be 
ejected from the park without refund. Please refer to specific 
guidelines posted at the entrance of every ride. 


SELFIE STICKS, MONOPODS, & SIMILAR DEVICES 


Selfie sticks, monopods, and similar devices are not allowed 
inside Six Flags parks. 


SMOKING POLICY 

Six Flags Hurricane Harbor is a smoke-free environment. 
Smoking (including E-cigarettes) is prohibited everywhere 
within the Park. Guests must exit the front gate and find the 
designated smoking area. 


UNMANNED AERIAL VEHICLES (UAVs) 


To ensure the safety and enjoyment of all guests, Six Flags 
prohibits the operation or use of any unmanned aerial vehicle 
on, from, or above Six Flags’ premises absent specific written 
consent.This includes all UAVs, also commonly known as 
“drones,” regardless of their size, weight or purpose. 


LIFE VESTS 

Lifejackets must be Coast Guard approved and are available 
free of charge in various locations throughout Hurricane 
Harbor. Lifejackets are required for weak swimmers and 
guests under 48”. Six Flags recommends that parents 
supervise children and others with disabilities at all times 
while in Hurricane Harbor. Children under 48” or others that 
cannot swim must be within arm's reach of parent/guardian 
when in the water.
